ONE-SIDED. 


The Near G ‘Gasan on July 
Twenty— A New Story. 


“VICTORIA (B. C.) Aug. 16. — The 
een Tacoma trom Hong Kong brings 
the following account of the naval battle 
‘ot July 20 in the neighborhood of Gasan: 

Three Japanese men-of-war, the Akit- 
suhima,. Takachiho. and Naniwa, met at 

sea ‘the Chinese cruiser Tsi-Yuen with a 
— dispatch boat, the Ko-Otsu, and the 
transport Kow-Shung, and, after an en- 
gagement lasting an hour and twenty min- 
5 captured the dispatch-boat and sunk 


the transport, while the cruiser escaped. | 


‘To. fully. appreciate this action, the rela- 
tive strength of the combatants must be 
‘considered. On the Japanese side were 
the Akitsuhima, with a tonnage of 2150 
and a speed of 19 knots; the Takachiho of 
3700 tons, with a speed of 18 knots, and 
the Naniwa, fully as large, powerful and- 
swift as either of her companions. The 
‘armament of the three ineluded one for- 
ty-two-ton gun, four twenty-eight-ton 
guns, . quick-firing and thirty-two 
machine gu 

On the other side was the Tsi-Yuen with 
a tonnage of 2355, 2800-horse power and 
a speed of but 15 knots and carrying two 
eight-and-one-quarter-inch guns, one five- 
inch and nine machine guns. The dispatch- 
boat was unarmed, and, being a wooden 
‘ship, not steaming more than 8 knots, her 
power of resisting capture was as small as 
her capacity to evade it. 

The Japanese warships were proceeding 
toward Jinsen, when the Chinese vessels 
were met. The Chinese warships, seeing 
the Japanese, opened their ports instead of 
observing the usual courtesies, and began 
the fighting, apparently to cover the re- 
‘treat of the transport steamer, which left, 
promptly pursued by the Naniwa. At 
this juncture the transport was flying the 


white flag, as well as the English colors. 


What happened to her was not seen by 
the combatants, but was reported by the 
Naniwa. 

Her officers state that the flag of sur- 
render was no sooner displayed than the 
Chinese on board prepared to attack the 
boarding party from the Naniwa, and, in 
fact, did fire on them as they came along- 
side. The boats then returned to the 
cruiser and the transport was sunk with 
one well-directed shot. 

Meantime the Takachiho and Akitsu- 
hima engaged the Tsi-Yuen and KoOtsu. 
The former, after fighting stubbornly for 
over an hour, displayed the flag of sur- 
render, and the Japanese men-of-war were 
approaching her, when she suddenly dis- 
charged a torpedo, which, however, the 
Japanese were able to dispose of. 

The engagement was then renewed more 
hotly than ever till finally the Tsi-Yuen 
turned and made off at full speed toward 
Jinsen, being pursued for a hundred miles 
by the Japanese, but not overtaken. The 
Ko-Otsu got aground in shallow water 
while seeking sheltered anchorage, and 
thus fell an easy captive to the Japanese, 
The Chinese fired their guns much more 
rapidly than their opponents, and had they 
not been so greatly outnumbered would un- 
doubtedly achieved a victory. As it was, 
at is testimony to the skill of the Tol- 
Yuen’s commander that he fought twe of 
Japan's best ships for a full hour and 
then escaped. 

Gince the naval fight off Gasan, the run. 


travel on the smaller oriental lines is very 
much broken, and news of an authentic 
nature is difficult to obtain. In Yokohama 
it is believed that China’s plan will be to 
march troops into Korea by way of Wiju, 
and the Japanese government is said to be 
taking steps accordingly. 

The Queen of Korea, reported missing, is 
under medical treatment, as she is at- 
tacked with malarial fever. At the time of 
the sailing of the Tacoma from Yokohama 
four Chinese transports were reported 
missing, and were supposed to have been 
destroyed in a typhoon or captured by the 
Japanese. The government of the island 
kingdom was still hurrying men and sup- 
plies to Korea, not forgetting even an im- 
mense crematory plant to follow up the 
land forces and consume the dead.

GE CAREER OF 
VON FRITSCH. 


1 in the United States 
Army—Lover of a President's 
.. Daughter—Now. Out 
of a Job.

CHICAGO, Aug. 16. —Baron Otte von 
Fritsch, an officer of the Gefman army, a 
duellist, veteran of the American civil 
war, and a gentleman whose years have 
been crowded with romance and adven- 
ture, is.no longer an employee of the Pull- 
man Palace Car Company. At 7 o'clock 
ane 228 he was released from ‘he du- 

ent of Hotei Florence, 
he had graged since 
the Nose of ts World’s Fair. 

For some time Baron von Fritsch has 
been in hot water. His life been 
made a burden by a number of petty offi- 
cials of the Pullman Company, with the 
the result that the Baron‘s resignation was 
requested with a view, it was stated, fo 
“reduce expenses.“ 

Baron von Fritsch comes of distinguished 
ancestry. His father for nearly a third 
of a century held one of the most im- 
portant posts in the diptomatic service 
of the German empire. The Baron sought 
distinction in the German army. He be- 
came a cavalry officer. One evening while 
in command of a troop a retired officer 
severely criticized the maneuvers. A duel 
Was arranged and the Baron killed his an- 
tagonist. 

After breaking out of the civil war, the 
Baron came to America and personally 
tendered his services to President Lincoln. 
He was informed that before entering 
the service he must become a citizen of 
one of the Northern States. After ineffect- 
ual atttempts to get into the army without 
going through the formality, he met a 
colonel of a New York regimént just cr- 
ganizing and Was made a captain. He 
served all through the war. From clerk- 
ing in a New York dry goods store, where 
he whipped an insulting floor-walher, he 
became a tutor of French in private fami- 
lies and later filled the chair of modern 
languages in Johns Hopkins University. 
Then he fell violently in love with a New 
York heiress, whose ma herself was at- 
tracted by him and the upshot of that 
romance was that the Paron broke away 
from both and peddled organs while wait- 
ing for his remittances from abroad. 

Drifting to New Orleans, he met the 
son of a Central American merchant, who 
engaged him as chief book-keeper for the 
concern. He journeyed to i‘antral Amer- 
ica, only to have his contract repudiated. 

A society of German merchants fur- 
nished funds to carry him to Mexico. There 
he found employment in a large commer- 
cial house. While riding on the esplanade 
his charming manner caught the young 
daughter of Mexico’s President. The in- 
fatuation was mutual. 

„The President sent for me one day,” 
the Baron said, and told me he could pot 
allow a civilian to wed his daughter. We 
had a long conversation and he finally 
decided to make me an officer in the army. 
He immediately offered a reward of $80,- 
000 for a band of rebels and to keep the 
money in the family put me in charge of 
an expedition to make the capture. Flushed 
with the prospects of marrying the Presi- 
dent’s daughter and getting so much 
money from the government, I undertook 
the expedition. 

„While approaching their camp a rapid 
fire was opened on our ranks. I was cap- 
tured, tried and sentenced to be shot. Two 
hours before the execution, while lying | 
beund to a tree, I heard a Frenchman's 
voice and began talking to him like a na- 
tive Parisian. I deceived him by a story 
that I was a Frenchman who had been be- 
guiled into the expedition without know- 
ing what it meant and explained that I 
cherished no feeling toward the rebels. It 
was decided that my life should be spareg 
if I returned to Germany at once. The 
Frenchman gave me his word of honor and 
I was put on an outgoing steamer with the 
parting words that I would be shot if I 
remained on this side of the Atlantic. At 
Havana I escaped from the vessel, sold 
my ticket and sailed for Mexico, but ‘after- 
wards abandoned the journey.“ 

The baron passed through a number of 
exciting episodes after coming to Chicago. 
in the days before the fire, he being in 
the real estate business. Last summer he 
was in charge of Pullman’s exhibit at the 
fair and at its close was installed as su- 
perintendent of the Hotel Florence.

AMENDMENTS... 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.+-The Wines and 
Means Commfttee met today to consider 
several amendments to the tariff bill. One 
of these, to restore alcohol used in the 
arts to the dutiable list, was adopted and 
‘subsequently passed by the House. An- 
other was proposed by Representative Tars- 
ney, making lead ore containing a pre- 
ponderance of silver free of duty. This 

was voted down by a party vote, the Re- 
publicans present overcoming the five Dem- 
ocrats. Mr. Tarsney will try again tomor- 
row, when another meeting will be held. 

The Republican steering committee de- 
cided today to support the motion to refer 
the four supplemental tariff bills to the 
Finance Committee and seek to amend in 
various ways, the principal amendment be- 
ing for the repeal of the tariff bill just 
passed. They count upon the votes of 
Senators Hill, Cafferey, Blanchard, Allen 
and Kyle. If the repeal amendment should | 
fail, they would seek to substitute a bounty 
provision for the pending bill for free 
sugar, and would exzect to secure these 
Senators, except Hill. 

They will also offer numerous other 
‘amendments in certain contingencies, in- 
cluding one for a duty on wool. .They ad- 
mit that the sugar bill should pass with 
an amendment providing either for a 
bounty or for a repeal of the main Dill. 
The House probably would refuse to accept 
it and it most likely would fail in confer- 
ence, but they claim the Senate, especially 
the Republican Senators, would not be 
responsible for that result. 

There is a prospect that if the Re- 
publican members of the Finance Commit- 
tee insist that the Democrats shall fill 
the vacancy on the committee before ac- 
tion is taken on the supplemental bills, 
the Democratic Senators will have trouble 
in reaching a decision upon this point.

THE ONLY WAY TO HELP THE 
POOR 


The problem of rendering help to 
the unemployed, without doing more 
harm than good, is as serious a prob- 
lem as any that contemporaneous 
civilization has to deal with. Out of 
hundreds of methods that have been 
proposed and tried there is the small- 
est possible percentage that have 
been successful. There are no more 
conscientions or well-informed stu- 
dents of this problem than the Rey. 
Dr. Lyman Abbott and Mrs. Joseph- 
ine Shaw Lowell of New York, both 
of whom out of their long study and 
their wide experience write instruc- 
tive articles for the Forum. It is re- 
markable that both those writers, each 
treating the subject independently 
of the other, note the fact that the 
best solution of the problem of pov- 
erty, perhaps, after all, the only 
solution, is through the personal work 
of well-to-do people directed with dis- 
cretion toward the personal help of 
particular families or individuals. If 
every person in comfortable circum- 
stances were to make it a part of 
his duty to give proper aid and per- 
sonal encouragement to some other 
person less fortunately situated, the 
whole problem of poverty would dis- 
appear—except, of course, that por- 
tion of it which nothing can cure, 
the portion that has its origin in a 
helpless breakdown of character, or 
of health, or both. 

It is doubtful whether any man on 
either side of the Atlaptic knows 
more directly and personally concern- 
ing the problem of the poor than the 
Rev. Samuel Barnett, the founder of 
Toynbee Hall; and Mr. Barnett thus 
closes a recent article in the Fort- 
nightly Review, on “The Unem- 
ployed:” “If tomorrow every one 
who cares for the poor would become 
the friend of one poor person—forsak- 
ing all others—there would next week 
be no insoluble problem of the unem- 
ployed, and London would be within 
measurable distance of becoming a 
city of happy homes.” Rey. Abbott 
is not so sanguine as Mr. Barnett. 
He thinks that there are other social 
and industrial remedies to be ap- 
plied; but this personal friendship of 
the well-to-do for the poor is funda- 
mental. Out of it all other remedies 
would grow; without it all other rem- 
edies will be in vain. A basket of 
coal accompanied by a grip of the 
hand will carry more warmth than 
two baskets of coal sent by an im- 
personal ticket. 


PADRONE SLAVERY. | 


While unrestricted immigration in 
a general way is a bad thing to the 
country, there are certain special 
phases of this immigration which are 
particularly repulsive to the spirit of 
American laws and society and to 
which a stop should certainly be put 
without any unnecessary delay. The 
‘American Cultivator very properly 
remarks that one of the worst results 
of the unrestricted immigration which: 
now prevails to this country is that 
so large a proportion of the new- 
comers are unfit to care for them- 
selves. The early settlers of the North 
American colonies were thoroughly 
independent and though poor, never 
subjected themselves to a master. 
Now the larger part of the Chinese 
who come across the Pacific are prac-. 
tically slaves to the Six Companies, 
We are finding out recently that the 
same thing is true of a considerable 
part of the Italian immigrants. All 
know that most of them are miser- 
ably poor when they arrive. Their 
unfamiliarity with the language coni- 
pels them to seek help: of the pad-_ 
rones or bankers of their own nation, 
who use this power to keep them in 
a condition of practical slavery. 

When Italian laborers come to this 
country they are told that they can 
only get work through the padrone. 
He makes the bargains and pays him. 
self liberally out of what the work - 
man’ earns. If the laborer gets $1.50 
per day, the padrone takes out 25 
cents. If the laborer gets a dollar a 
day the rebate is 20 cents. The pad- 
roues put such obstacles in the way 
that the man who does the work is

The Italian Embassador at Wash- 
ington, Baron Fava, has secured full 
information on this subject, and after 
consultation with him, Senator Chand- 
ler of New Hampshire has introduced 
a resolution proposing a searching in- 
quiry into this evil with the purpose 
of stamping it out. The Italian gov- 
ernment is interested in this matter 
and its co-operation will be important, 
because, doubtless the evil begins by 
assisted ‘emigration of those who 
could not otherwise get the money 


to pay their passage. 


While it is probably true that the 
influence of the Sugar Trust had 
something to do with the framing of 
the new tariff, we of California can 
afford to be satisfied that a duty has 
been, retained on sugar, and to hope 


that. the free-sugar bill which has 


been sent to the Senate, will fail to 
pass. The duty of 40 per cent., while 
not large, is sufficient to enable beet- 
sugar to be' made at a good prodt in 
this section, where the percentage of 
saccharine matter in the beets has been 
such as to excite astonishment ia the 
minds of Buropean experts. As soon 
as it shall be definitely settled that 
the duty on sugar is to be retained, 
work will no doubt commence on the 
new factory at Anaheim. There are 
several other enterprises of this sort 
in Southern California which are 
only awaiting definite news from 
Washington: With about a dozen 
beet-sugar factories like that of Chino, 
distributing each $400,000 a year 
among our people, not to speak of ihe 
affiliated industries that go with the 


manufacture of beet-sugar, Southern 


California would take a big dump to

TRADE REVIVAL. 


Wholesale Merchants of St. Louis in 
| a Rush. 
Associated Press Leased-wire 
ST. LOUIS, Aug. 16.—The wholesale dry 
goods merchants expect a still further re- 
vival of trade, now that the statesmen at 
Washington have agreed upon the tariff 
bill. In anticipation of the passage of 
some sort of a tariff bill, dry goods that 
had been lying in bond were brought into 
condition. to ship on short notice ten days 
ago. Wholesale dry goods and wholesale 
hardware merchants of this city have 
had thousands of dollars’ worth of foreign 
-| goods lying in bond for several months, 
while waiting to see what the yputcome of 
the tariff legislation would be.” Now. we" 
the tariff question, for the present, is to 
be settled, all the goods are being with- 
drawn from bond as quickly as possible 
and are to be thrown on the market. 
Wholesale merchants have figured that 
the passage of a tariff bill lowering the 
duties will fully compensate them for the 
loss of time and for the interest on their 
money, thé bill allowing their imported 
goods remain in bond. The result is 
that they only withdrew from bond just 
the amount of goods that they absolutely 


needed for months past, but now there is 


a rush to get their goods out of: bond and 
the customs officials of St. Louis are ex- 
ceedingly busy in meeting these demands. 

At Collector Dalton’s office it was learned 
that in the last three days there has been 
a scramble to get the goods out of bond 
as soon as possible. Many foreign con- 
signmnts are coming in also and instead 
of being appraised at the port, where they 
are landed, they are shipped on to St. Louis 
and appraised here. Fifteen carloads of 
imported dry goods and other goods ar- 
rived here yes alone, which were 
consigned to St. Louis wholesale men. It 
is roughly estimated that the duties under 
the McKinley law on the large amount of 


here would not be less than $300,000, but 
duties on these goods will be paid uncer 
the new tariff bill, when it becomes a law, 
and it is estimated that a saving of at 
least $100,000 will thereby be made by 
St. Louis merchants. 

The bulk of the goods lying in bond con- 
sists of woolens, hosiery and other ‘iry 
2 and cutlery and goods in the line of 

hardware. 


SANTO’S DEATH. 


Fabulous Prices Paid to Witness 
the Execution. 


LYONS, Aug. 16.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
The execution of Caesare Santo, which took 
place at 4:55 o’elock in broad daylight, 
was witnessed by a great number of peo- 
ple.

INFLATION. 


ARCHIBALD FISK AND THE 
CURRENCY. 


The Pan-American Bimetallic High 
Priest Expounds His Doctrine— 
Radical Measures are 

Suggested. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. A 

“WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—President A. 
C. Fisk of the Pan-American Bimetallic 
League, on behalf of that, organization, 
Has sent a notable statement to the spe 
cial committee of the United States Sen- 
ate, investigating the industrial depression 
and the remedy. He says: 

“One or two more panics will find this 


country in the condition of Rome and 


other extinct republics, when they went . 
down. There was no necessity whatever 
for issuing a government bond, and every 
one issued, whatever the purpose may 
have been, resulted in the robbing of the 
people to the full extent of the issue. 
Why should we be taxed from $50,000,000 
to $150,000,000 a year for thirty years on 
bonds in order to maintain a banking 
system which was conceived in sin, born 
in iniquity and nurtured in conspiracy 
and ripened into treason? 

“Why should we be compelled to use 
a demonetized bill and a. demonetised 
treasury note, when the government has 
the power to issue full legab tender money? 
With an honest issue of money, the peo- 
ple could not be plundered of a billion or 
more dollars each year, and there would 
be no occasion to pay those who. con- 
spired to have this nation’ the depository 
of their surplus money four or five 
milfons a year for taking care of their 
imaginary gold reserve. 

“The A of nations and the issue of 
demonetization currency are recent inven- 
tions, but many nations have of late years 
‘fallen a prey to this new device. They 
must, in consequence, repudiate or return 
to barbarism. The creditors who are con- 
fiscating the property of the nation cry 
‘inflation,’ when the oppressed debtor 
asks for honest money, with free coinage 
of silver and the demongtization of the 
paper moneys. Inflation, indeed, 
cent wheat, 5-cent cotton, 2-cent beef, 50 
cents for a day’s labor! Our money will 
be ‘stable’ when the American farmer, 
planter and laborer are reduced to the 
condition of the people of India and the 
other serfs of other countries under the 
financial domination of England. 

“It is sincerely to be hoped Congress 
is in earnest in its efforts to ascertain the 
cause of the present disturbed condition, 
and is ready and willing to apply the 
proper measures for relief, and that no. 
further attempts will be made to deceive 
the people by distracting their attention 
from the real issues, as has been done by 
discussions of the bloody shirt, the seal 
question, the force bill, the Chinese ques- 
tion, the Canadian railways and canals, 
the tariff and the proscription against 
one religious denomination, known as the 
A. P. A. movement, but that laws shail be 
enacted which will bring prosperity to 
all the people, instead of a very few. 

It would seem that Congress has al- 
ready legislated in the interests of the 
creditor class far beyond the boundaries of 
safety and should take warning lest the 
people, who are fast becoming aroused to 
the real cause of the difficulty, may take 
matters into their own hands and elect 
both a Congress and Chief Executive who 
——— be their servants and not their mas- 

With that day will come prosperit 
through the introduction into our statut 
of justice to all classes, which may be par- 
tially and briefly summarized as follows: 
The monetization of silver at 15% to 4; 
all money issued by the government direct: 
all demonetized money to be called in ree 
full legal tender money issued in lieu 
thereof; one money for the bondholder, 
creditor, debtor, office-holder, importer and 
banker; the establishment of postal sav- 
ings banks; the adoption of the initiative 
and referendum. That latter would prove 
fatal to that political evil, the lobbyist. 
Robbery would be an unsafe investment 
when the people instead of depending on a 
meg legislative body have the decisive. 


The power to coin money and regulate 
the value thereof to be taken from Con- 
gress by a constitutional amendment. 
History has demonstrated that it is un- 
safe to entrust a legislative body with the 
power to pauperize and enslave the people. 
In like manner 8 power to enact tariff 
legislation, taken from Congress, 
a commissioner ee free from all in- 
fluences to draft revenue laws, which, 
when finally adopted by the voice of the 

people, can only be modified, changed 
or repealed in a given period of time, and 
then only by a direct vote of the people, 
thus allowing the business interests of the 
3 to adjust themselves to its provis- 
ons

Water, ginger ale and other soft drinks, 
because it was never their good fortune to 
experience the same degree of exhilaration 
from these fluids, and they know that no 
license for the sale of spirituous or walt 
liquors has ever been issued to the place. 

Some six weekg ago Billy Manning came 
into town and called on the County Li- 
cénse Tax Collector, desiring to obtain a 
license for his saloon. The collector, know- 
ing the former character of the place, re- 
fused to grant it. Billy went away dis- 
consolate, and that was thought to-be the 
end of the matter. . 

Some time ago stories from various quar- 
ters commenced to come into the collector’s- 
office. It was learned that Joe Chambers, 
who has been given a floater“ by «he 
police judge, was often seen in the neigh-
